It would be as fair to talk 
about demand regulating the price oi 
iron if it were made illegal to use 
in building railroads a? it is to speak of 
demand regulating the price of silver 
while silver is ruled out as legal tender 
money by the civilized nations of the 
world.

THE WEATHER BUREAU. 


The Cause of the Poor Service This 


Season. 


Considerable complaint was made by 


vineyardists yesterday over the report 
sent out by the weather bureau. 


The prognostication sent out was that 


the weather in Fresno would bu fair; 
slightly warmer and nearly stationary. 


The. "weather, in fact, was cloudy with 


showers and colder, and no rain ilag was 
in sight. This led many to suggest that 
Captain Williams was not demonstrat- 
ing his right to live. 


However, he is not to blame, as under 


the rules of the service he reports his 
observations to headquarters at San 
Francisco, and the officer there forecasts 
the weather probabilities and notifies 
the local officers whnt bulletins to post 
for the public, and tie, in obedience to 
orders, posts them.

lev, some years ago, tlie Coast received 
good, intelligent service, but Jenkins, 
his successor, was a Hat failure and was 
removed.

Kvery avenue of information 


that I could command has been ex- 
hausted. The olficial stenographic re- 
port has been thoroughly examined. 
The contents of all ex parte affidavits 
have been critically compared with the 
facts as found lit tlie record. Every let- 
ter and remonstrance has been carefully 
read, and every one who desired to be 
heard orally has been given a full hear- 
iiig. 1 might add that there were no 
petitions on file in this case. 


I sincerely believe that I fully com- 


prehend the facts in this cae& as pre- 
sented to me. My decision has been 
withheld until the present time in 
order that nothing affecting the con- 
demned man might be overlooked or 
not fully investigated. I feel keenly the 
responsibility resting upon me in this 
and kindred cases, and for that reason 
have spent many days and even weeks 
upon the unpleasant task, believing it 
to be my duty to the condemned as well 
as to tht state. I do not intend to resort 
to technical arguments, but have aimed 
to strip the case of technicalities and to 
consider only the facts, and for the pur- 
poses of this statement the following

to explain away this app.iMiiig homicide 
under the adinilU-d circumstances Pin1- 


in it. Had the presiding judge, 


thf jiirv, or thi1 district attorney ex- 
pressed an opinion in favor of executive 
clemency, it would have h:id jireat 
weight. Kvidesitly none of them have 
felt warranted in ?o doinir. 


1 have inquired into the standing of 


each member of the jury. They cer- 
tainly stand well in the community in 
which they live. In fact, all concede it 
to have been a good jury. Not one of 
them has expressed to mo the behet 
that tlie verdict rendered was an unjust [ 
one. Thus it will I* seen that the judge, 
jury antl the district attorney, con- 
stituting the court that tried the case, 
ttill believe, that the verdict was just, 
and although it has been almost three 
years since the trial of this case, it is 
evident that they have not changed 
Vheir minds. Can I, in view of all these 
(acts and under my official oath, set 
their I est judgment aside?

demned that, owing" to the numerous 
homicides in Fresno county public sen- 
timent demanded a victim, and that 
"poor Dr. Vincent" must serve as such;

.jo well as tho principles involved in 
each lire very similar, 1 must naturally 
ollow the convictions which governed 
ne in the former case, and shall seek to 
ipplythem to the one now under con- 
sideration. 
I conceive it to he the duty of the gov- 


ernor to exercise the extraordinary 
power cir-en fii'm in such cases with dis- 
cretion, but without fear. The laws of, 
our °tate have established tribunals for 
the trial of such cases. Kvery safeguard 
known to the legislature has been pro- 
vided for the protection of every sub- 
stantial right of the acciiFed. The Jury 
is given the power to fix the degree of 
punishment in capital offences, and the 
judge always informs the jury that it 
must determine whether the punish- 
ment shall be death or imprisonment 
for life. All this clearly manifests the 
tender sensibilities of our people toward 
the unfortunate. The presiding jndpe 
lias a better opportunity than anyone to 
weigh the evidence and to know whether 
injustice in any form hns been done. He 
is al?o clothed with power and of hia 
own volition to set a verdict aside and 
order a new trial. The district attorney 
at times may be overrealons for convic- 
tion, but my experience in pardon cases 
is that as a rule they do not hesitate 
when called ut«m by me to speak frankly 
and without prejudice upon the facts m 
the case. 
, , . . 
When the condemned has had a fair 


and impartial trial and then no new evi- 
dence is discovered which, had it been 
presented to the jury, might have 
changed its verdict, it is clearly against 
the spirit of the law for tlie governor to 
interfere and reverse the decision of the 
jury and the judgment of the court. !Not 
being present at the trial the governor 
hns not the opportunity of litancc the 
witnesses while on the stand,ami knows 
nothing of the facts except as embodied 
in the stenographic report and such ex- 
parte evidence as may lw presented to 
him bv there interested on either side. 


It eeems clear that suih power, if 


vested in any one, should have wen 
rested in the supremo court, it being 
ihe highest judicial tribunal in the state. 
If, however, the governor is convinced 
that the jury was mistaken and that in- 
justice had been done the accused, ho 
should not hesitate to correct the wrong, 
but he should have fairly good reasons 
for his belief. 
I was impressed with the fairness of 
the presiding judge towards the accused, 


the streets of Stockton, was undoubtedly 
assailed by some of those pungent re- 
marks for which the street gamin the 
world over is noted.

' i free America. 
It seems a shame and disgrace to any 


community that boys who have noth-

should not he taxed for their enterprise, 
and (hat they would be doing all that 
should be expected of them by sending 
first-class exhibits to the fair, as this 
would hi itself necessitatea considerable 
expenditure on the part of each county. 


In view of this opposition from the 


various counties, it was stated in an in- 
definite way that the 
fair directors 


would not make the charge for space 
thev at first intended, and as a conse- 
quence many of the counties have in 
preparation exhibits for the fair. 


it now appears, however, that this 


statement was unauthorized and that 
the directors, in figraing on the probable 
receipts of the fair, putamoui- the items 
the proceeds from the sale of space at 
the price before mentioned. 


If this intention be adhered to many

Fresno county its due share- of praise, 
Mr. Kirk said: 
"It is charged, and I fear with some 


decree of truth, that education is aimed 
too little at the heart: that we are suc- 
ceeding admirably in securing intellect- 
ual growth, but not so well in promoting 
moral growth. A wise man ha? said : 


•' 'However loftily the intellect may 


be gifted, however skillfully it may be 
trained, if it be not guided by a sense of 
justice, by a love of mankind and a de- 
votion to duty, its possessor is only a 
more splendid, as he is a more dunger- 
011?, barbarian.' 


"Certainly thft moral tone of a. large 


proportion of the youth of our state and 
of our city and county is far fiom what 
could be desired, but in just what de- 
cree teachers are answerable for such a 
condition, or to what extent they may 
reasonably be charged with the duty of 
improving the present conditions in this 
respect, are questions not easily deter- 
mined. 


"Wo do know that teachers ehare re- 


sponsibility in a large measure with 
parents and other agencies in moulding 
the character and habits of children ,and 
in giving direction to their conduct in 
life. 


"1 am inclined to the belief that little 


of the bad is ever influenced or pro- 
moted bv the teacher in our schools. 
Certainly never intentionally. I believe 
there can benointellectualgrowth with- 
out some corresponding moral growth. 
I will go further, and say that I believe 
thai the .school teachers o! this country, 
of this state and of this county repre- 
sent a higher average moral sentiment 
than the average sentiment'of the rest 
of the people. 


"But the question is, can "teachers do 


more for higher and better morals than 
they are doing? Has the public a right 
to expect and to demand more than we 
are now doinc? Before, attempting an 
answer to this question, permit me to 
speak of another subject. 


"Two years ago geometry was made a 


part of the Eighth and Ninth grade 
work of the county course of study. 
"With very few exceptions, poor results 
were shown the first year. Some said it 
Ehould not have been put into the 
course. 
We persisted, geometry re- 


mained, and last year, the second year 
of its trial, most gratifying results were 
shown. 
On my oflicial visits to the. 


schools last year I observed that Eighth 
and Ninth grade pupils Ehowed marked 
interest in ihe study. I found boys and 
girls in many of the distant district 
schools pursuing and making splendid 
headway in thiE branch of their daily 
work. 


"The samples of geometry work sent 


in to the county IKJ .rd at the" close of the 
school year last year were especially at- 
tractive. And why has geometry so 
changed front? 
Why so successfully 


taught, after one year of almost complete, 
failure? 


"Simply, teachers, because you gave 


careful attention to it. You made spec- 
ial preparation for teaching it. Someo! 
you had never studied geometry. You 
went to work under pressure oi necessity 
for i', and the consequence is, those ol 
you who are required to do so, are now 
teaching it well. 


"I iusta'nce this, not to magnify the 


value of geometry, but to show what can 
be done when of necessity a thing ia re- 
quired to be done, and when proper 
energy is directed toward the aci 
plishuient of a certain end. 


"So 1 am inclined to think ivi tin's 


matter of moral instruction. If teachers 
would realize the great necessity for it, 
that the, public, the state, of right de- 
mands greater exertion, in this, of them, 
and if they would determine to exert 
their influence and might for better 
morals, there is no accounting for the 
wonderful improvement that might be 
accomplished in this direction. It is 
worth all oilier school work combined. 


"H would be unreasonable to expect 


a showing in one or two years, as in the 
case of geometry. It is a subject scarcely 
capable" of such ot'ular demonstration. 
Time and eternity only could bring 
tc.ichvrs their jail reward for jjiicr ir 
tuis direction. 


"It i.= difficult lo give or to obtain spe 


cilic instruction for teaching morals. I 
wish there were more suitable books for 
the help of teachers in this sort of iu- 
etruction. 1 should like to put them 
imminently in the course of study. The

several years critic teacher in the train- 
ing department 01 the. State Normal 
school at San Jose. While there her 
work in the cause of primary education, 
both as an instructor and as a contribu- 
tor to educational magu/ines, has raised 
her to a first rank as a primary ed- 
ucator. 


She advocates the reading of books 


composed of selections concerning tlfe 
daily life of the child, its games and 
Toys, its sorrows and its joys. 


This was followed by a talk on the 


subject: "Numbers, Principles Deter- 
mining the Character of Early Instruc- 
tion. How not to begin Imd why not." 


Professor Keyes said in brief that 


.u many cities and counties from seven 
to ten years are esteemed necessary to 
jive a child an ordinary amount of 
Tnowiedge of arithmetic, while in bis 
.•pinion seven years at the most is suffi- 
cient. He believes that teachers do not 
jive the child credit for as much knowl- 
edge as it really possesses when it first 
starts to school, and that much time is 
worse than wasted in trying to teach 
the child what it already knows. 


He would not have the child taught 


"figures" the tirst year at all, claiming 
the whole time should be spent upon 
numbers, numbers represented by ob- 
ject1? and not by arbitrary signs that to 
the child represent but cabalistic noth- 
"QgS. 


A short paper bv Miss SchaUenbercer 


on "An Experiment in Number Work" 
concluded the work of. the day in this 
section. 


TltE GRAMMAR SKC.TEOX. 


In the grammar section Miss Schal- 


lenberger discussed the "Prose and 
Poetry of Geography." 
She read a 


number of beautiful extracts showing 
liow our field of poetry may be brought 
into play in making interesting that 
plague of many a child's school work- 
geography. 


Professor Keyes followed with a talk 


on "Reading in the Grammar Grades, 
Purposes, Methods." 
He put many 


new ideas into the heads of eome of 
those present regarding the purpose of 
learning to read. 


In "Sand modeling in Geography" 


Miss Schallenljerger showed her ability 
both as a couductor and as an enthusi- 
ast. 
In this exercise Professor lleaton 


and somn of his city teachers showed in- 
tense interest by assisting in the work. 
Also other teachers throughout the 
county showed that they also were 
familiar with the work. 


Miss Wartenweiller of Iowa district 


demonstrated with a few easy strokes of 
the crayon how quickly a map may l>e 
drawn by placing on the Ijoard an ex- 
cellent map of South America, the con- 
tinent to be modeled in sand. 


Professor O. H. Keyes, in his talk on 


"Arithmetic," took the stand that too 
much is included in the ordinary school 
course. More time should be devoted 
to essential?, and much that is now 
occupying the child's mind might be 
eliminated. 


During the entire day the tcachen 


were urged to make themselves a part 
of the institute, rather than 
mere 


listeners, and so the gathering is more 
as a 1)0(1}' of friends enlisted in a com- 
mon, cause, congenially discussing sali- 
ent educational topics. 


The meeting will convene today at 9

Thanks to the weather maker yester-

Teachers" Institute dawned bright and 
iair. The Institute was called ta order 
promptly at 9 o'clock, and the work of 
the day was us promptly be/un. 


Several delinquents made their :ip- 


iH-arauee, while the interest oi the pro- 
ceeding day remained unabated. 


Prof. C. U. Ki-yos introduced the sub- 


ject, "Heading in the Grammar Grade." 
"The main eft-ential oi iioixl reading is 
a 
thorough 
understanding of 
the 


thought *jf the author," said Mr. Keyes. 
"In order to understand the thought 
the child must iaiajiine that he is the 
writer. H the selection he Hamlet's 
^olilo<iuv, the child must imagine he is 
the melancholy Dane. 
No one can 


properly 
render 
'Sparuu-iis to 
the 


liladiators' 
unless he can put in it the 


thrill, the vehemence and the passion of 
Spartacus." 


"Therefore." continued Mr. Keyes, 


''the object of ihe reading lesson .should 
be the cultivation of the 
iimujEimttion. 


This, because all advancement in sci- 
ence, art or religion depends upon imag- 
in.ition. 


'•Kvery theory, every invention owed 


its existence to this faculty. We, should 
teach love of country and of home by 
inculcating a broad and liberal spirit of 
patriotism, and not the narrow pessi- 
mistic view held by demagogues and 
pothouse politicians.' 


THEY DOS'T LIKE fAIlLES. 


Miss Pchallenbcrgcr followed with a 


talk upon the same subject. The basis 
of her talk wits the material that bus 
been furnished by the teachers of the 
county iu response to circulars of in- 
quiry that has been sent out durimr the 
past" month. By tests applied by the 
teachers it was d"i?eovrred that children 
as a class dislike fables more umuii- 
mously than any oilier selections in the 
the state series of readers. Fully 75 per 
cent of the pupils selected historical and 
biographical sketches us the class of 


•ailing they liked best. 
Professor Keyes followed after a short 


intermission with the subject, ".Mental 
and Higher Arithmetic." Tlieprincipal 
idea of this discourse was that too much 
is taught that has too little practical 
value. 


Too many "tables" are learned only 


to be fonjotten. 


He would have the metric system 


taught where needed, when the study of 
the sciences are begun. He claimed that 
inside of ten years ever v text book of 
science published would be based upon 
thft metric system. 


The section then adjourned to meet 


at 1.20 with the primary section. 


PK1MAISY SECTION. 


The primary section was called to or- 


der at 9 o'clock. Immediately Uie sec- 
tion got down to hard work. Miss M. 
E. Schallenberger spoke first, her sub- 
ject being "Class Exercise, in Heading," 
which was followed by a discussion on 
reading. 


Miss Schallenberger had as material 


on which to work a class of six boys 
from Miss Kittie Henry's department. 
In a very interesting and entertaining 
manner, she proceeded at once to hold a 
conversation, 
in Pestalozzean style, 


about that immortal woman, "Old 
Mother Hubbard.." 


Next came the discussion, "Criitcisms 


and Questions." 


Miss Schallenberger gave a brief ex- 


E 


lanation of the new vertical writing. 
ts advantages are that it is natural and 


easv because it has no slant nor unnec- 
essary curves. 


VKKTIt'AL WIUTlMi. 


Professor Keyes spoke on "Material 


Methods, Etc." Speaking 
of main 


slant in writing, Professor Keyes con- 
tended that there was no such thing, 
lie next explained the principles of po- 
sition. 


He said there was nothing so absurd 


as to try to teach a left-handed pupil to 
write right-handed. 
The left-handed 


pupil should write left-handed and start 
his letters to the left; the right-handed 
pupil the reverse. The front position is 
the only natural and free one. The 
structm-a- of the shoulder forbids vertical 
writing. 


The question was asked, "Why are 


some persons expert with the pencil 
but very poor with the pen?" Simply 
because" with the pencil its point is the 
point of support, while the point of sup- 
port when using a pen is the tips of the 
lingers. Some persons cannot use their 
fingers thus; for these hits been in- 
vented the stub pen, whose point may 
be used for support. 


Speaking along another line Professor 


Keyes said: 


"Do not waste time iu teaching what 


a child will pick up. Therefore, do not 
spend time on the alphabet. 
Teachers 


should teach, and not merely hear les- 
sons. What use is there iu simply hear- 
ing. Try to teach the spelling of those 
words only used by the pupils. Of what 
use are words we shall never use-no 
more than Sanskrit. 
A certain class of 


students from 18 to 20 years of age use 
from 1900 to 2600 words. Three thous- 
and words is a large enough vocabulary 
for a teacher." 


After a short rucess the institute re- 


convened at 11.10. 


Miss Schallenberger opened with a 


discussion of papers on "Likes and 
Dislikes in Heading." She explained 
how the data "were to be used. 


Concerning the development of the 


number sense 
Miss 
ydiallenberger 


asked: "Do we not begin to teach num- 
bers too soon? Would a child not know 
more at the age of 12 if he had no num- 
ber work until he were 8 or 0? Does 
not too curly number work harm the 
child?" 


Pending the discussion the session ad- 


journed. 


AFTERNOON SESSION'. 


The institute reconvened at 1.30 


o'clock, both sections meeting together 
to listen to Miss Kcliallenberge.r's able 
paper on "Physical Tniiiiiiig." 
She 


handled the subject in a ma terly man- 
ner. The Itotiy she asserted to he the 
expression of the soul, therefore we 
should strive to have perfect bodies. 


From the discussion, it seemed to be 


the unanimous sentiment of the niale 
portion of the institute that the ladies 
hasten the day of Mother Hubbards 
(belted in) and tea gowns for out-of- 
door wear. 


Just liefore tlie close the men ad- 


journed to the men's annex, leaving the 
ladies to themselves. 


WORK IN AHITUMETIC. 


Upon reconvening, Professor Keyes 


talked on the third and fourth years in 
arithmetic. Several experiments were 
tried in addition, and the Professor 
proved himself to be a second Hurling- 
ton adder. 


It seemed to be the general opinion 


that the third year's work should he 
rapid additition, preceded by accurate 
addition. One incentive to rapidity is 
rivalry.

THE THIRD DAY. 


The third day of the Fresno tVunty 


Teachers' Institute opened as auspic- 
iously as its predecessors. There was a 
lar;:e attendance and jmttt interest was 
m:tnitested in the proceeding. 


Again music was conspicuous by its 


absence, but its place wa? more than 
taken by pleasant smiles and a willing- 
ness to do good hard woik. Immedi- 
atelv after roll call solid work was com- 
menced in both sections. 


That warm friend of the Fresno county 


teachers, Professor Earl Barnes of Pulo 
Alto, was present for the first time this 
year. Whatever he works and what- 
ever he says, he is always sure or an ap- 
preciative audience in this county. 


Teachers have found out that when- 


ever he opens his mouth he says some- 
thing of momentous interest, so boiled 
clown that the kernel is not lost sight of 
in a labyrinth of Iwautifnl phraseology. 
"What he savs is always accompanied 
with a confidence that carries conviction 
with it. 


In speaking on geography he thought 


much of the political geography study 
should be preceded by a knowledge of 
the physical features of the countries 
and explained to the teachers some of 
the ways of profitably teaching these 
urelimiuary matters. 


Professor Keyes of Tliroop Polytech- 


nic Institute, in his usual affable way, 
carried the teachers through the subject 
of supplementary reading iu the ad- 
vanced grades. He spoke especially of 
the "Lady of the Lake." 


What Professor Keyes doesn't know 


about reading, ordinary people need not 
trouble themselves about. He has made 
reading, elocution and literature a mat- 
ter of vears of study. He can repeat 
quotations as the phonograph on the 
corner can ''The Ravings of SlcCulloch." 
Not as a machine, but with all the 
fluency and accuracy, accompanied with 
the pathos or eloquence o! the true 
si aster. 


The afternoon session was general, 


both sections meeting together. Some 
time ago Professor .Barnes and Miss 
Schallenberger sent out pamphlets to 
the enmity asking them to prepare, or 
have their scholars prepare, certain 
articles on geography, numbers, reading 
and language. These will be used at 
Stanford for the purpose of tabulating 
facts regarding child nature, child mo- 
tive and child action. The results will 
be published in the oflicial educational 
journal. 


Last year they sent out a request that 


child nature in drawing be tested by 
having children draw what they men- 
tally saw in a poem read to them by 
their teacher about "Johnny, l.ook in 
the Air." 


As a result, Professor liarncs decides 


that children do not naturally, nei:e??:i- 
rily draw that which is simplest. They 
draw that which immediately precedes 
a cataftrophy. Second, they draw that 
which shows them to be eminent hu- 
man! turning. 


The result of their present research 


concerning the natural channe s in 
which the child's mind runs, will doubt- 
less be eagerly looked forward to by the 
teachers. 


Professor Barnes' talk waa listened to 


with wrap) attention till the very close. 


That grand scientist ami universal 


favorite with Fresno's educated people, 
Professor John Dickinson, though visi- 
bly suffering physical pain, addressed 
the institute on tlie subject of "Biology." 
He ?ai:i he was about to try to give a 
three-hour talk in forty minutes. That 
he succeeded, all teachers are glad to 
admit, for they say they scarcely ever 
before got ?n much out of a three-hour 
talk as they got out of Professor Dickin- 
son's lecture, so boiled 
down that 


points reached out iu all directions. 


The teachers were much interested 


during the last hour in a talk on vertical 
penmanship, or rather against it, by 
Professor U. II. Keyes, and a counter 
tnlk on thft same subject by Professor 
Barnes. 


When teachers hear two such able 


authorities as these two gentlemen are 
tell each other that they totally disagree 
on a subject, it «ivea" encourage men t. 
Teachers are led to have confidence in 
their own method if it succeeds, even 
though pome recognized authority may 
differ from them. 


In the evening Professor John Dickin- 


son lectured at the Baptist church on 
"The Changes of Fifty Years." The 
theme was handled in an interesting 
and instructive manner.

Dr. F. O. Vincent, who will U- to- 
uted at noon today for the murder of 


his wife, passed a rather sleepless night, 


iliiv&luy night Al Studer, the de-.tth 


watch, wits reinforced by another man, 
to make. the. surveillance over the con- 
demned man more effective. 


He t=pent a greater portion of Wednes- 


day night Udking to the death watch, 
who sat iu his cell watching every 
movement. 
Mrs. Chappell, Vincent's 


mother, remained with him quite a 
while and one or two friends also visited 
him. 


There were fewer visitors to see Yin- 


cent vesterday than the day before, and 
these were only admitted in the morn- 
ing. A large number of people went to 
the jail to see the gallows, hut instead 
of Irtiing allowed to enter the inclosure 
through the jail, were directed to the 
door of the inclosure. There were the 
usual number of women and children. 


Vincent's mother visited htm lx»th in 


the morning and iu the afternoon, stay- 
inn several hours each time. In the 
afternoon Mrs. T. H. E. Anderson and 
several other ladies visited the con- 
demned man :ind prayed with him. He 
Terns to be getting more religious as the 
lime for his execution draws near. 


He still maintains bis composure and 


seemed more cheeiful even than the day 
before. Of course, a close observer cun 


?ct the great strain his nerves are un- 


... .^oimi, but he has remarkable control 
over himself. With all this he has still 
a spttrkof hope, \\hich will probably 
leave him only with the spark of life. 


Senator G. 0. (Joucher left for feicni- 


munto yesterday morning to intercede 
with the governor in Vincent's behalf. 
It will not be for a mere reprieve, how- 
ever, for Vincent pays if that is all he 
can get he prefers to die at the ap- 
pointed time. 
What he wants is a 


commutation or a complete pardon. 


Vincent does not hesitate to talk of 


his execution, and does not even seeni 
to think harshly of the consoler who, 
with a sigh and a shrug of his shoul- 
ders, exclaims: "Well, we all have to 
die some dav !" He expressed pity for 
the man wlio would have to pull the 
rope, and said ho would spring the trap 
himself if permitted to do so. 


llev. J. II. Collins paid Dr. Vincent a 


long visit last night. The doctor wrote 
about a dozen letters to various people, 
persona who had befriended him, and 
others with whom he had had trouble. 
The foruier he thanked earnestly for the 
favors they extended to him, and of the 
latter he, asked forgiveness. 


Among the letters was one. to (iov- 


ernor Markliam. It was not at all iu a 
bitter vein, but merely expressed the 
opinion of the writer that the governor 
should have come to his aid. The let- 
ters were intrusted to Mr. Collins for 
delivery. 


Vincent conversed for quite a time 


with Pastor Collins about a future life. 
He acknowledged he had committed a 
terrible crime, but 
believed 
mercy 


M-onld be shown him, as God is all mer- 
ciful. He had repented as deeply as he 
could, and everything was uow in God's 
hands. • 


As Mr. Collins was about to leave 


Vincent requested him to remain a few 
minutes longer and pray with him. The 
condemned man and pastor then knelt 
and offered an earnest prayer. AB Rev. 
T. H. B. Anderson is not in Fresno, 
Her. J. H. Ooliins will ascend the gal- 
lows with Yincetil and give him spirit- 
ual comfort in his last moments. Vin- 
cent's mother joined, Vincent in asking 
this kindness. 


The condemned man's mother said 


her last farewell early this morning be- 
fore leaving for her home. The parting 
was heartrending, the poor woman sob- 
bing convulsively and straining her son 
to her breast. Vincent was also deeply 
moved, and the eyes of (he guards, too, 
were moist. 


Mrs. Chappell took the train for the 


north to return to her home in Napa. 
She left directions with Hall & Witten 
to take charge of the body of her son 
and send it to Napa, where it will be in- 
terred. It will be shipped Saturday 
noon in a handsome oak casket, and the 
funeral will lake place at Napa Sunday. 


Vincent has asked that his body be 


kept from the. surgeon's scalpel, and his 
mother also requested Mr. Witten that 
it be spared the knife. It is stated by 
some that tin inquest and autopsy will 
l>e necessarv, but Mr. Witten will op- 
pose this unless it proves to be the law. 
Dr. St. George Hopkins is reported to 
have said he would order an inquest. 


A cursory examination of the penal 


code reveals nothing in support of an in- 
quest on a uerson who has been legally 
hanged. The only section dealing with 
the action of the authorities after an ex- 
ecution is section 1230, which is us fol- 
lows : 


"After the execution tlie sheriff must 


make a return upon the death warrant, 
showing the time, mode and manner in 
which it was executed." 


Mrs. Chappell spoke tn several per- 


sons concerning her son during her visit 
here. She attributes the commission of 
the crime to liquor, and says Vincent 
inherited his taste, for intoxicants. Tf it 
had not been for this she believes he 
would never be in his present situation. 


The arrangements for the faUil event 


are completed, and the first legal exef.n- 
tion ever held in Fresno county will take 
place at noon today.

Mail. 


"A few examples of the results which 


have been accomplished by ;m invest- 
ment, or expenditure, of much loss than 
$200,000 thows how extremely vulner- 
able the transcontinental lines are; also 
the value they place on this trallU- and 
how thev regard the SKI as ft factor of 
competition; furthermore, the 
irreat 


value of sea competition to this city aud 
the state at lar;;e. 


"It. must be plain, in the face of those 


results, that with a competitive' Hue in 
the San Joaquin valley and with a main- 
tenance of the sea lines we now have 
we would be in a controlling position, 
both as to local and through traffic, of 
the central portion of the state as well 
as the traffic of that portion of the state 
tributary to the sea coast. 


"Using the rates in effect in the year 


1892 as a basis, since the advent of the 
sea competition the west-bound rates 
have been reduced from 45 to GO per 
cent — a low average would bevoO per 
cent— which is at the rate of five mil- 
lions (^5,000,000) per annum, or $416,- 
Gf>fi per month. 


""The east-bound traffic — except green

cluded, and the difference to the pro- 
ducer and shipper of the state in mar- 
keting a year's product will reach at a 
low estimate- $2,750,000, or about $230,- 
000 per month, a grand total, east and 
wffetrbound, per month of $64G,fiG(i, or 
$21,555 per dav. 


"Consider tliatthe Oregon and Wash- 


ington rates are similarly affected, and 
the consequential effect to other traffic 
and the sacrifice in revenue will reach 
the gisrautic proportions of something 
like a" million dollars per month, the 
most of which is saved to the merchant, 
producer and consumer of this coast, be- 
cause we Day the freight on both that 
which we produce and consume, all of 
which baa been accomplished by this 
association. 


"The investment which has 
been 


made is the paltry sum of $200,000, and 
the amount is not ye.t exhausted. 
There is sulh'cient remaining to meetthe 
obligations of the company for some 
time to come, and it appears to your 
committee, that this city can well afford 
such a contest as often as it may be 
made possible. 


"We have also worked upon the prin- 


ciple that the city of San Fram:i?co has 
no contention with any one except the 
transportation companies and Eastern 
markets, in whose interests they have 
continually worked,and have recognized 
that San Francisco will reach the best 
results ultimately by the upbuilding of 
the tributary territory, and that the 
interest is identical. "The result has 
been to a large extent to counteract the 
antagonisms which have existed be- 
tween city and country, and which have, 
been encouraged b}' the railroads. 


"We desire to emphasize the necessity 


for going forward with the work upon 
the lines as we have liegun, and to 
demonstrate the utter hopelessness of 
ever obtaining any material improve- 
ment in the. commercial situation of this 
city and state by any mere argument or 
persuasion." 


CULTIVATION. 


EWTOU IlEi'L-m,iCAX :—There are many 


idle men in California, not a few of 
whom are in Fresno county. Many of 
this class claim to be miners from Col- 
orado and other states and territories, 
where the shutting down of silver mines 
has thrown them out of employment. 
If these men cannot adapt themselves to 
other voe Uons than mining, or, if there 
be no room for them in other iieMs, is it 
not possible to put them at work along 
the water courses, in the ravines and 
upon the hillside.* of our county? 


There are. thousands of acres of placer 


lands and gravel beds that will pay well 
if properly worked, and such claims are 
not reserved alone for the wealthy. 
The uuin with a few dollars for a grub 
stake, pick, shovel and rude rocker can 
make an honest living and good wages 
almost anywhere along 
the smaller 


branches of the San Joiiuin river, either 
in Fresno or Madcra county. 


.Men with capital to develope quartz 


mines can do better, perhaps, than 
wcrk placer mines, but as the matter 
stands mining is almost entirely abai 
doned along the foothills of the San 3d 
quiri valley. <aold seems to be losing r 
attraction as it becomes scarcer. There 
was a time when Fresno county yielded 
a hat! million dollars' worth of gold dust 
annually, but of late years everybody 
seems to have given their attention to 
something else. 


The niisin i:raze, with which all of our 


people were more or less afllicted a few 
years ago, served to draw attention from 
mining. The irrigation of the plains, 
the raising of Fruits, poultry, hogs, sheep, 
cattle and grain presented more pleasant 
pursuits than delving in the earth for 
! gold. But things have taken on a differ- 


ent aspect. Pricesof fruitnml farm prod- 
ucts have gone down to bedrock, raisins 
and wine are flat, while the bottom has 
evidently dropped completely out of the 
sheep business. What is more natural 
under the circumstances than a revival 
of the mining industry. 


Good placer mines along a stream are 


good indications of gold bearing veins of 
quartz higher up, and this applies with 
special force to the San Joaquin and its 
tributaries. The 
Hildreth, 
McXally 


and other well known paying properties 
on Fine Gold are positive indications of 
other aad perhaps more valuable quartz 
lodes in that region. The opening up of 
the Lottie 1C mine near, the month of 
Fine Gold, about seven miles from Pol- 
lasky, presents one of the strongest ar- 
guments possible in favor of more ex- 
tensive operations.

What It Means in the Desert Land 


Act. 


There has been some doubt as to what 


was meant by "cultivation" as used in 
the desert land net. Deciding on a case 
in which it was claimed that the. raiding 
of hay crops for two seasons was suf- 
ficient, the land department says: 


"The term cultivation in the desert 


land law is held to mean the tilling of 
the soil by agricultural processes in 
order to raise crops; not mere irrigation. 
It ia impossible to determine in this case 
whether the hay raised waa the product 
of native grasses or not. If it was, 
though produced by irrigation, there 
has not been such cultivation shown as 
is required. 


This means that proof must be shown 


of the planting of the. seed and the re- 
sultant crop on one-eighth of the land 
sought to bu patented.
